When the war began I was lending o quler, peace-
ful Hre, trying to provide for my fnmily in an  honost

thouglh homble aphere of life. In the condition of
amnirs in my part of Missouri, T hod mado up my
mind to keep out of the tronbles and take no part
in the war, In 18202, my brother, Frank MAAebray!,
went into the State Guords under Jer. Thompsdn,
On Foank's return to #ee our mother and family, he
wan captured by a ol hesded by young MoElvane,
By MoElvanes ovder Frank woes Killed sfter his cap-
tare~nig hiead was mashed, his boay mangled and
cut to pleces (n Buch o ghoeking manner, that e
moit barbarous savoage woulil have bhinshed to have
been gulity of the deed.  Bis body was then thrown
inwo 8 mineral hole G0y feet deep, and left to row.

The next outrage colemitted on ny Kimdred and
family wag the murder of my brother, George Wash-
ington, and the Canadinn named i-‘.rl-'ln-'llr Lait-
dusky, who was engagoed to be marcled to oy siater
Mury. The Ingt murders were perpetrated by men
m uniform, und who were soldierd in the Pederal
army. Two weeks after these oulruges my sister
Mury died of trouble and g broken heart,

Two woeks Inter these men come o my mother's
house and lowded sovornl wegons with her property,
drove off all vur eattle and set fire to her honse, the
best stone dwelling in the settloment, My poor,
dear, broken hearted mother, Seing the house burn.
Ing, sent my little brother Henry 1o those hearlless
wretches and asked for the fambf Bible, 48 4 relic to
be kept when all elfe was goue, Not dreaming of
farm to the Nttle, tender boy, what can express her
horrror and agony when these demons shot my lttle
brother, not Lwelve years old, through the bowels,
and & flend then pat his foot on his head and cut his
wthiroat? 'Thas were these atroclous deeds of blood
and cruelty and robbery commieted on my Kindred
and family. Lotany man put the question (o his soul
whether gueh ontrages would not have aronsed him
to desperate retaliation at a time when the lnw no
ionger had power to avenge a ninn's wrongs for him
and for the gake of justice. And yet even then |
hore these acommnulaled oulvages without Jifting o
hand to avenge my hrothers’ and sister's blood,
Loving my darling wife and littie olnldren better than
I did anything on earth, I forced my lewrt to bewr on
in allence. "Though orushed HKea wori, | refused

t o kting the foot that crushed mie.
During all these ontriges 1 ind resalved 1o not go
1o the Soutliern army, nor to meddie in the troubles
In any way. I removed from Hed river to Flat
Woods, distant twenly-Ove miles, Loping that no
harm would befull nw or my wife and children, if 1
would get out of the lmmedinte nelghboriiood of
those who had mardered and ontraged my family,
But, to my surprise, abonut the middle of May, just
when my crop was looking well, and hope was strong
that | would be left in peace, nbout sunrise one
morning my house was surrounded by MeElvane
and his crew of some thirty or forty men, all well
armed,
I remembered the fate of wy brothers and (elends,
slanghtered in cold blood, like sheep, after their cap-
ture, and 1 knew there wis no hope of 1mercy or jus-
tice from such demons; oo hope except In the
conrage and strength that God had given me,
They die With mo wae cast. 1 luul sought peace
and quiet, but the bloodhounds had tratled me. 1
was at bay. Thoe confiet that I had ned frrom was
foreed upon me. The alternutive was life or death,
I'met my pursuers st the door. | shot down two
of them in thelr tracks, made a ronsh for the woods
und eseaped. Finding It Lnpossible to live at or
near home, 1 went to Arkansas, and afterwards got
my wife and tonr children.  The two men [ killed in
my door was the first blood ever sheil by me, Then,
when a price wis set on my head, 1 determined to
revenge the dedth of my brothers, | rode several
limes from Arkansas before 1 could get to shoot
McElvane, the infamous buteher who had murderead
my brothers and sought my lite, Then 1 meant to
harm no one else f they wonld leave me undis-
mirbed, but some of the soldiers, piloted by Jim
:':ﬁ;'f]' f very weddiesome spy, undertook o haye me
killed,
1n seif-defense 1 turped loose on them and mMade
many of them who sought my life bite the dust, I
often met them In the woods, They all Xnew me,
and would ofer Lo assist me, The¥ would make an
appointment to bring m\c Provisions to my hiding
prnl.'t!. and would pilet =oldlers there to try to have
me captared, 1 slways killed that Kind of men, |
have captured many 1inion goldiers, but I never hur!
or treated them unkindly unpless it was one who
Had brutally treated Southern prisoners, and 1
knew It

I have had handreds of hair-breadth escapes for
my life; but I know there 1S a merciful God that
knows and does all things vight—an all-powerful
hand has protected me. | have twenty thmes bheen
suddenly waked, and ted from my beda, when a
shower of Yankeoe balls wonld riddie the bed 1 had
sprang ont of, I have had my clothes torn from my
body with Yankee bullets, but two only ever drew
blood from me.

A Sheteh of His Cnreeyr.
The Hon, Robert James Wealket, & man who

has fgured extensively in the politics of the country,
been Secrotary of the Treasury, and was espegially
noted for bis skl and Indastry as a politicial P -
phletedr, whote death 18 annousced I the above
despatch, was horn I Northumberland, in this
State, in the year 1801, and alter graduating at the
University of Peounsylvania, In this city, in 1819,
studied law, and commenced the practice of this
profession in Plttsbarg in 1521, Throughout his
long pubdie carecr he continned in practice, and en-
Joyed the reputation of belng a thorongh muster of
his profegsion, espectally of those bhranches bearing
upon constitutional and political guestions,
Although he did not become an occupant of any
political position until his election to the United
States Senate In 1836, e enterod acilvely into the
political strifed of the day at the outset of his cireer,
becoming chairman Hemocratic committee,
fluring one of onr 3tate contests, when but twenty-
two yours of age. He ook & very promigent parct in
the carllest movaement oy the clevation of Genoeral
Juekson to the Presidency, having been the first poers
sunto suggest the nane of the heroof New Orleans
for that position, and was largely Instromental in
bringing about the goetion of the convention at Har-
risberg which nominated Jackson in 1824,
Hemoving, in 1526, to Natchez, he soon acqgnired
an extensive and lucrative practice, and became one
of the Jeading and most Influential politlclans of the
State of Mississippl, For years he was one of the
most carnesl antagoniats of Jefferson Davis, and
contributed largely to the disrepute attached to the
repuidiation schemes of the latter In that State, his
enmity for the President of the late Southern Confede-
racy not expiring with the inanguration of the great
conspiracy sgaingt the Unlon, of which Davig he-
came the head and front, and which drew into Its
support neariy every leading man of the Soath,
whether of Northern or Southern birth, IHe steadidy
refused all political preferment untll 1535, when
he wisd elected to the Unlted Statoy Senate over the
Hon, George Polndexter. He had scarcely tuken his
seat in that hody, when he came nto colllgion with
Henry Clay, on n question connectad with the pulilie
lnnas, and by Lis spivited response t3 tho great Kon-
tucky orntor acquired great popularity in the West,
His relations with President Joackson were of Lhe
mogt cortial churacter, amd Jackson frequent!s ooy.

sulted him on matters of great Lportiyoe, espe-
clully In reference to the prospectiVe goquisitlon of
Texos and Californin, By his advige, chiefly, a secret
agent was despatclied by Jetkson to lesrn the ro-
sontrees of ‘Texas aud tHe temper of (18 inhabitunts,
the mlaslon rvesulting in the ingugaration of the
grent party movement which brought abont the way

with Mexico,  Duoaring the administration of Van
Buren, Mr, Walker was an carnest supporter of the
ndministyation . the Senate, helog especially pro-
minent i the erosade ngalnst the Unlted Stites
Bank, He was re-¢lected to the Scoate in 1541,
and bicame one of the conliden-
tial alvisers ol Joehn Tyler, when
the death of President Harvison elevated him to the
Chiel Magistracy. Throughout Tyler's administra-
tion, he exerelsed a communding infnencs over the
administration, it belog mainly in consequence of
lis advice that Tyler was iInduced to velo the bank
bjll, which had been framed under the supervision of
Henry Clay, Towards the close of Tyler's term of
offlce, his influence was felt ic a very marked manner,
and indueed the adoption of the unexpectod and
vigorous steps which precipated the conniet with
Mexico and consummated the annexation of Texus,

Although Mr. Walker had been a warm personal
friend of Martin Van Buren when uhe latior gecne

pied tie Presidential chaly, snd one of his most de- |

voled gupporters, he turned abont and opposed his
nominatipn in 1544' because Van Buren hnd ap-
nounced his opposition to the Texos annexation
scheme, By suddenly springing upon the Domo-
cratic National Qonventlon the two-thirds role,
which  had become a  practical  noollity, he
gecured tne defeat of Van Buren and  ghe
nomination of Junes K, Polk. e ulso entered pe-
fively into the sanyvass, gnd by one of hiS pecullany
poweriul pamphiets on the Texas question exoer.
vised grent infuence in determining the résuit of
the election. When My Polk was Installed i onflee,
ne wias not vonmindfal of bis indebtedness o Mr,
Wilker, whom he selected for s Secerotary of the
Treasury, Resigning his seat in the Sepate, he en-
tered upon this responsible position In Mureh, 1s85,
undd remained o it antil the close of Polk's term
In 1840 His adidnisteation of the afudes this

Btitution without sluvery,” thus  securing

in any ovent the adoption of the Constitution, seye-
ral clauses of which, however, besides those referred
to, were highly objestionable 10 thoe majority of tho
peoples. A provislon wis insertad In the schedule
annexed to the Constitution preventing any amen:d.-
ment previous to the year 1844, The promilgation
of the Constitution cansel the grentost excitemaont,
and L was condemned in Wie SLrongest manper by
Governor Walker, who protecded lmmediately to
Washington to remonstrate with Congress against
fta adoption ; bnt before hig arrival the met bod re-
colved the approval of the President, Soon after
thig, Governor Walker vesigned, and 4, W. Deaver,
of Ca'lfornia, was appointed In his plnce.

From the date of his resignation of the Goverhor-
ghip of Kunsas antll the outhreak of the Rebellion,
Mr, Walker remained for themost part in the gulet
pursuit of his profession, but ook an active part in

the Presidentinl contest of 1556, in which year he
issued one of his moRt powaerful pamphiets in sap-
portof the cinims of James Buchanan, In 1860 he

coutributed a8 mneh ag he coujd to the gefeat of M,
Lincoln, but when the contest of that year resulted
in his election, and the war sgainst the Unton
wiae [naugurated, Mr,  Walker's Northern birch
prevalled over Lils long Southiorn sssoviations, and in
an address delivered in April, 1561, d 4 mass meet-
ing In New York ¢ity, he gave in his heaviy UG
glon to the cause of the Government,  He goon after
waont abroad, reslding for some time in England (o a
semi-ofticlal capacity, exerting his {nnuence to pre-
vent the anccess the Heoel loan negotiations,
Hig old enmity for Jeferson Davis rendered him ox-
ceadingly earncst (n this work, and his thorough
familiarity with the repuadiation record of the Cone
federate Prealdent enabled him 10 contvibute in no
smull measure 1o OUr canse abroad.

Since the elose of the war Mre. Walker has bheen
most pu-m!uvnri_t hefore the country in reference to
the purchags of Alaskn from Ruossin,  While ocoupy-
Ing o gh oMoeial position vears before, e had been
an eprnest pdvocale of the extension of our botunda-
ries on the northern frontler, and therefors entored
Into the Alnskn scheme with his old-tine energy and
gkl a8 pemphleeter; DUt when the manner in which
he conducted s advocacy of the Alaska purchage,
and the large fee which he received ftor i, were
jwade publle, his champlonship of the megsure did it
far more harm than gootl,

Mr. Walker was certainly posscssed of many rare
amd high gqualities, and fully deservedd to rank as a
statesman. e knowledge of publle attalrs was
profound and thorough, and s skill in manipule-
tion has rarely been oqualled, Added to his wide
knowledge was @ degree of infustry which knew
1no bhounds, amd an carnesiness of purpose which
ftted im  sdmivably o e wilks ol pnb-
o life. He was short  of statare, bLut
possessed of a vigorous frame, and of a pleasing and
attractive address. Although slow and dellberate
In speech, he possesged considerabie powars s an
orator, and was especlally forcible a4 a gonversg-
tionalist, For some years proavious to his death, the
decensed resided at the national capital, where he
continued in active practice at the bar of tho Sop-
preme Court untll overtaken by the illuess which re-
sulted in his death,
